ARMY STUDENT 
FLYER KILLED IN 
CRASH AT DUPO 


Training Plane From Parks 
Air College Goes Into 
Spin, Turns 7 Times Be- 
fore Hitting Field. 


George J. Roberts of Detroit, an 
Army flying cadet at Parks’ Air 
College, was killed shortly after 11 
o'clock this morning when his new 
primary training airplane crashed 
in a stubble field three miles south- 
east of Dupo and two miles east 
of Highway 3. 
Three farmers saw. the plane at 
high altitude go into a spin, turn- 
ing seven times before it struck 
the ground. The Fairchild plane 
was demolished. The right wing 
was cracked, the left wing de- 
stroyed. The motor was buried in 
the ground, but Roberts’ watch was 
still running. 
The farmers—W. F. Esselmeier, 
Edward Engel and G. A. Koch— 
were unable to extricate the flyer. 
Saws were obtained and a hook on 
a towing truck was used to pull the 
plane apart, freeing the body. Lieut. 
R. L. Johnston and Capt. S. J. 
Donovan, who were summoned from 
Curtiss Airport, leased by the air 
college, landed in the same field: 
They found that Roberts’ safety 
belt was open, indicating he might 
have tried to jump with his para- 
chute. 
It was the first fatal accident 
among army flying cadets since 
the training program began at the 
field a year ago. In all, 623 cadets 
had flown more than 23,234 hours 
without a fatality until today. 
Roberts, 21 years old, entered the 
flying school Sept. 14. He received 
20 hours’ instruction, of which four 
hours were in solo flying. An 
hour before the crash, he had passed 
a progress check. He was consid- 
ered an average student. Before 
joining the army he attended the 
University of Toronto for three 
years. 
Surviving are his mother, Mrs. 
M. J. Roberts of Windsor, Canada, 
and two brothers.

The army spokesman admitted 
there might have been some troop 
movements but declared no troops 
were “concentrated with the idea 
of moving against foreign areas.” 
Also denied were rumors that “the 
Japanese are building concentration 
camps in which we intend to intern 
foreigners.” 

Chinese reports said the puppet 
administration troops were moved 
yesterday to new positions between 
Shanghai and the Woosung forts, 
at the mouth of the Whangpoo 
River, about 12 miles below the city. 

Seeking to Stop Rumors. 

Japanese authorities sought to 
stem the excited rumors circulating 
since the Washington State Depart- 
ment suggested Tuesday that Amer- 
icans leave the Orient. 
The army spokesmen refused to 
comment on Mayor Fu’s death be- 
yond saying that investigation thus 
far had not determined whether 
the motive was political or per- 
sonal. . 

Other reliable Japanese sources, 
however, said that 70-year-old Fu, 
one of the closest guarded men in 
the Orient, was hacked to death 
with a meat knife by a _ servant 
who stole in and out of the 
Mayor’s bedroom in Hongkew, 
without arousing Madame Fu or 
two Japanese and two Russian 
bodyguards in adjoining rooms. 
Reward Offered for Arrest. 
He was said to have told guards 
outside the house that the Mayor 
was sleeping and then got on a 
bicycle and escaped before the 
alarm was sounded. Fu’s_ family 
offered a reward of 50,000 Chinese 
dollars for arrest of the assassin 
and an additional 25,000 for infor- 
mation leading to the arrest—$2500 
and $125¢. 

The kiliing, characterized by the 
Japanese as an “inside job,” cli- 
maxed a series of acts of violence 
which have taken the lives of sev- 
eral prominent pro-Japanese Chi- 
nese in recent months. 

Shanghai municipal police said 
the Japanese had asked them to 
help find a trusted personal servant 
of Fu’s, Sung Tsu-en, who was re- 
ported missing after the killing. 

Japanese Officer Killed. 

A Japanese officer was shot and 
killed by unidentified persons just 
outside Hongkew about the same 
time Fu was killed but there was 
no immediate evidence the two 
events were connected. 

Elaborate precautions had been 
taken in an effort to insure the 
safety of the Mayor, who narrowly 
escaped assassination in Novem- 
ber, 1938. He considered his resi- 
dence in the Japanese-controlled 
stronghold of Hongkew the safest 
of the several homes between which 
he divided his time, never sleeping 
two consecutive nights in the same 
bed.

Authorized German sources chal- 
lenged official estimates of Brit- 
ish war losses published yesterday 
in London and said that in at least 
one instance they could prove the 
figures in error. 

“The British claim there are 
only 1770 (British) prisoners in 
German and Italian hands,” these 
sources said.

LONDON, Oct. 11 (AP).—Mili-

As a result, I am able to say 
that the total number of military 
and industrial places hit either in- 
tentionally or accidentally was 
lower than in the previous week. 

I can say further that damage 
was of moment in less than 10 per 
cent of the cases and was serious 
in only two. 


The factory most seriously dam- 
aged during the week is to be back 
in production today at 75 per cent 
of capacity. 

The survey shows that public 
utilities in London are practically 
normal, witk only a few isolated 
areas having trouble with gas, elec- 
tricity or water. 

A sharp reduction in casualties 
also was shown in the week’s re- 
ports, there being fewer in all 
England than London has had pre- 
viously in one or two of its worst 
weeks. 

Statistics on the kinds of injuries 
cannot be quoted, but it can be 
said that they show most injuries 
are above the waist and result 
from persons running to doorways

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ROOSEVELT SPENT DEFENSE 
FUND ON CWA, BARTON SAYS 


Accuses President of ‘Boondoggling Away’ 
Two Billion Congress Voted in 1933 
for Mechanizing Army. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
MALONE, N. Y., Oct. 11.—Rep- 
resentative Bruce Barton, Repub- 
lican candidate for the United 
States Senate, in a speech here last 
night accused President Roosevelt 
of boondoggling away two billion 
dollars appropriated by Congress 
for national defense. This charge 
was made in the St. Lawrence bor- 
der terrain, recent scene of the 
nation’s largest army maneuvers, 
which were carried out with stove- 
pipes for cannon and old army 
trucks labeled “tanks.” 

The reasons for the lack of 
mechanized preparedness revealed 
at the maneuvers, Barton said, are 
two: 

First, instead of using the 
1933 appropriation of $2,000,000,000, 
appropriated for the specific pur- 
pose of mechanizing the army, 
President Roosevelt used it for 
work relief under the CWA, parent 
of the present WPA. 

Second, after having sent Ber- 
nard M. Baruch abroad two years 
ago to find out what was going on, 
the President refused to believe his 
report that England and France 
were hopelessly unprepared to cope 
with a war and that the hope of 


the United States was to begin in- 
stantly to manufacture cannon, 
ammunition and airplanes, and 


thus, did nothing about it. 

“Like millions of other Ameri- 
cans I saw the news reel. pictures 
of the army maneuvers up‘here in 
the northern part of the State,” 
Barton said. “Like them I was 
startled and horrified. 

“The boys who will be called 
upon to defend the United States 
in case of war were being trained 


wiih anti-aircraft guns consisting 
of pieces of stove pipe stuck into 
wooden blocks. They were being 
trained in tanks which were old- 
fashioned army trucks with the 
word ‘tank’ painted on the side. 

“The country must be made to 
understand and remember that 
these tin-pipe anti-aircraft guns 
are Roosevelt guns. These phony 
tanks are Roosevelt tanks. 

“*Way back in 1933 the Congress 
voted funds totaling more tha~ $2,- 
000,000 for the specific purpose of 
mechanizing the army.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 11 (AP). 
—William S. Knudsen, the Defence 
Commission production chief who 
is sparing of his superlatives, re- 


ported last night that “some prog- 
ress’ had been made in the rear- 
mament program. 

Saying that inspection tours of 
defense industries had “reassured 
me a great deal” and that he ex- 
pected “no specific difficulties to 
interfere” with the program, Knud- 
sen mentioned the following evi- 
dence of “some progress”: 

A total of eight billion dollars in 
contracts signed; 

Plans for placing an additional 
four billion dollars in orders’ by 
the end of November; 

Aircraft production of 950 planes 
and 1600 motors monthly, with dou- 
ble that output expected next year 
“perhaps.” . 

Knudsen dwelt on the production 
problems which had to be met be- 
fore mass manufacture of defense 
equipment was possible. He paid 
tribute to the “marvelous response 
from the people in all walks and 
stations of life,” particularly work- 
ers and engineers, and said that 
“with this spirit we cannot fail to 
get the results which we in times 
past have always found possible.” 

He reported the Defense Commis- 
sion had received “excellent help 
both from Congress and the White 
House to get the necessary legis- 
lation passed to fit the emergency.” 

The subsequent success of the 
program, he added, depends’ on 
“the support we get from all 
branches of American industry, 
banking, manufacturing, construc- 
tion and engineering’—on “the help 
and support that everyone who 
works can give so that we can 
make speed.” 

Supplementing Knudsen’s gener- 
al report, the Defense Commission 
announced that the production of 
al@minum—an important essential 
in military aircraft—would be 
boosted from the 1939 output of 
325,000,000 pounds to a 700,000,000- 
pound level in 1942 by means of new 
factories and power facilities. 

The War Department meanwhile 
took steps to accelerate airplane 
production, instructing manufac- 
turers to put their plants on a 24- 
hour basis wherever possible. 


MABEE SAYS M’KITTRICK

In other words, Alderman Louis G. Berra of the

| This is by no means the only extreme case, al- 
though it does present the greatest contrast in popu- 
lations by wards. 

Former Alderman Phelim O’Toole’s Thirteenth 
Ward, bounded by Kingshighway, Holly Hills, Grand, 
Humphrey and Arsenal, the second most populous, 
‘has 54,322. The second least populous, Alderman 
| Senenth B. Schweppe’s downtown Sixth, which lies 
between Pine and the railroad tracks, has only 17,114. 

The third most populous, Alderman Emmett Gold- 
en’s Twenty-seventh, in the northwest part of the 
city, has 43,827, while the Third, former Alderman 


Otto L. Lietchen’s river ward, north of Cass avenue, 
has only 19,757. 

So the contrasting figures run for the entire city 
of 28 wards. Changes in population—rapid, almost 
mushroom, growth of some wards, especially in the 
southwest section, steady decline in others—have pro- 
duced an amazing rotten-borough system in St. Louis. 

This means just one thing. The city should be 
redistricted. In the interests of fair distribution of 
voters, the downtown river wards should be merged 
and increased representation given to those parts of

the city which are entitled to it by their growth in | 


population. 

Mayor Dickmann says that the proposal to elect 
Aldermen by wards and so provide St. Louis with 
minority representation in its lawmaking body is a 
“legislative matter.” 

Does he also say that a population disparity of 
more than 60,000 between the most populous ward 
and the least populous is also a “legislative matter’? 

The truth is, of course, that both are proper con- 
cerns of the Mayor. The people elected him as their 
leader. They expect him to provide leadership. The 
1940 census puts another civic problem up to him. 

A two-point municipal improvement program for 
Mayor Dickmann: 

1. Give St. Louis democratic government by pro- 
viding for election of Aldermen by wards. 

2. Redistrict the city so as to equalize population 
in wards and make representation representative. 

There is much talk in St. Louis, as elsewhere, about 


The impropriety would have been obvious, however, 
and it is surprising that the sponsors of the plan did 
not realize as much before they approved it. Propa- 
ganda of any sort has no place in the public schools, 
and it is not to the committee’s credit that it sought 
to extend the campaign in this way.

WHAT IS IT ALL ABOUT? 

Veiled hints are dropped in the British Parliament 
that discussions of surpassing importance are going 
on between the Foreign Office and United States 
officials. “The whole question of co-operation in the 
Pacific” is being canvassed, a Government spokes- 
man guardedly told the House of Commons yesterday, 
and the conversations are still in progress. 

This is not very specific, but it is certainly more 
than has been.told to the American people or to 
Congress. 

While members of Parliament were quizzing the 
Undersecretary for Foreign Affairs, are members of 
Congress trying to find out what is happening?

The House had to adjourn yesterday because there 
was no quorum—too many members had gone home 
to mend their political fences.

ST. PAUL’S AND THE ENGLISH. 
After something of a lull, the German air force 
has returned to the attack on London with a new 
savagery. Details are, of course, lacking, but the 
cables indicate that the damage of the last night 
or two was worse than anything that came before, 
the casualties higher. 
This night bombing presents a spectacle of such 
horror that it has something of the majesty of Dante 
or Milton. The sky is criss-crossed by the beams of 
searchlights and embroidered with geometric designs 
of red tracer bullets. On the horizon a great strip 
of flame-lace separates the blackened city from the 
glaring sky. 
But Londoners have no time for this berserk beauty. 
They crowd into shelter and subway. They no longer 
wait for the air raid signals. Underground, to an ac- 
companiment of muffled detonations, life goes on after 
a fashion. Woman shelter marshals have even been 
appointed to guard against the spread of back-fence 
arguments in these latter-day catacombs, where 
nerves are likely to be jumpy and tempers short. 
But in spite of all manner of interruptions to their 
settled ways of life—interruptions in food and water 
supply, in transport and all the intricate facilities 
vital for life in a metropolis—these English go on. 
Offices and shops are kept open until obliterated. Her- 
bert Morrison, the new Home Secretary, has set the 
alternatives before them: “Endure or surrender.” 
In this spirit, St. Paul’s, the great cathedral that 
has so long been the symbol for all London, is more 
symbolic than ever. A temple of Diana stood on its 
site atop Ludgate Hill in the Roman days. The first 
cathedral was built, according to the Venerable Bede, 
by Mellitus, the Bishop, and King Ethelbert early 
in the seventh century. Destroyed by fire in 1087, a 
second structure was undertaken. This, too, was 
gutted by flames—in 1561. Charles I and Inigo 
Jones refaced the building inside and out, only to 
have it fall a victim of the Great Fire of 1666—just 
after it was visited by John Evelyn and Christopher 
Wren, the architect of the present magnificent dome. 
This latest St. Paul’s was opened for services in 
1697. Now its altar has been torn by bomb shards, 
but the dome still stands.

State Supreme Court 
Wage Rate Act Infringes 
on Right to Bargain. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Oct. 11 


rate law, requiring contractors to 
pay prevailing wage scales to em- 
ployes on all public works projects, 
was held unconstitutional by the 
State Supreme Court today. 


The statute, enacted in 1939 and 
described by union leaders as one 
of the most important pieces of la- 
bor legislation in recent years, was 
thrown out on the ground it de- 
prived contractors and employes of 
the right to contract freely. on 
wages and hours. 

The Court held also it gave offi- 
cials sponsoring public works 
projects an “arbitrary” right to fix 
Wage standards in various locali- 
ties without adequate statutory re- 
straint.

Si- 
multaneously, the purchases of the 
Nazi protectorate of, Czecho-Mo- 
ravia rose from 11.2 per cent to 
18.1 per cent. This means. that 
greater Germany’s absorption of 
Yugoslav products’ skyrocketed 
nearly 17 per cent in July alone, 
and that the third Reich now con- 
sumes more than 62 per cent of this 
country’s sales abroad. 


In July, Hungary’s purchases 
from Yugoslavia increased about 4 
per. cent, but Italy’s, significantly 
enough, were reduced from _ the 
previous 16 months’ average of 14.3 
to a flat 10 per cent. Great Brit- 
ain’s share in Yugoslav exports fell 
to less than one-half of one per 
cent, and France’s share fell from 
11.8 per cent to zero. Thus, the 
battle of France strengthened Ger- 
many’s trade monopoly on Yugo- 
Slavia, as indeed upon all Balkan 
countries, 


A ‘National Bread.’ 


The Yugoslavs are not only doing 
with less food on account of Ger- 
many’s war-waging requirements, 
they are also able to buy less due 
to high prices. The entire nation 
has just been given one uniform 
type of bread which has _ been 
dubbed “national bread.” It is 
about the color of pumpernickel, 
and its taste is definitely not appe- 
tizing.

Into F aster 


Mechanized Units 


One Such Regiment Will Be Provided for 


Each of Nine Prospective Army 
Corps. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11 (AP).— 
Reorganization of the National 
Guard cavalry, mostly into faster, 

ly-mechanized corps regiments, 
was announced yesterday by Maj. 
Gen. John F. Williams, chief of 
the War Department’s National 
Guard Bureau. 

The reorganization included cre- 
stion of several anti-aircraft field 
grtillery, engineer and other Na- 
tional Guard units. 

Seven corps cavalry regiments of 
a type which has been tested ex- 
tensively in maneuvers, will be cre- 
ated from four existing guard 
cavalry divisions. 

Two of the regiments, described 
gs “fast-moving, hard-hitting units, 
capable of rapid ground reconnais- 
gance,” already have been created 


in the regular army, and the seven 
new regiments will provide one such 
unit for each of the nine prospec- 
tive army corps. 

The seven regiments and other 
units are being formed from these 
guard divisions—the Twenty-first, 
from Massachusetts, New Jersey 
and New York; Twenty-second, 
from Kentucky, Ohio and Pennsyl- 
vania; Twenty-third, from  Ala- 
bama, Georgia, Illinois, Louisiana, 
Tennessee and Wisconsin, and 
Twenty-fourth from Colorado, Ida- 
ho, Iowa, Kansas, Washington and 
Wyoming. 

The National Guard organizations 
to be converted into the new units, 
include the One Hundred and Sixth 
Cavalry, Illinos, assigned to Sixth 
Army Corps, with station at Camp 


Beauregard, La. Kansas troops of 
the Twenty-fourth Cavalry Divi- 
sion will form the One Hundred 
and Twenty-seventh Field Artillery, 
Iowa troops of the same division

WASHINGTON, Oct. 11 (AP).— 
Chairman Clark (Dem.) of the Sen- 
ate. committee to investigate the 
airline crash in which Senator Lun- 
deen (F-L), Minnesota, was killed 
said today the committee would not 
hold public hearings until the Civil 
Aeronautics Board had made a re- 
port on its own inquiry. 

“I don’t think it is fair to start 
an investigation until the Civil 
Aeronautics Board has had a chance 
to digest the record of its hearings 
and make a report,” Clark said, 
adding that if the report indicated 
further hearings were unnecessary, 
none would be held. 

He said, however, that he hoped 
the committee would begin its work 


before the Senate resumes legisla- 
tive work, expected to be about 
Nov. 18. 


“Senator McCarran has charged 
openly in the Senate,” Clark said, 
“that the plane ought never to have 
been allowed to leave the ground at 
Washington, and I think that 
charge ought to be investigated. If 
that’s true, I think the responeibil- 
ity ought to be fixed wherever it is. 
I have no preconceived notions. 


“It may appear when the report 
of the Civil Aeronautics Board 
comes out that it is not necessary 
to further pursue the investigation.” 

Clark said the committee might 
take up first and dispose of the 
part of the investigation which is 
to be directed at determining the 
truth and origin of reports that 
Lundeen was being shadowed by 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
agents at the time of his death. 


He said he believed that Attorney- 
General Jackson, J. Edgar Hoover, 
chief of the FBI, and Drew Pear- 
son and Robert S. Allen, newspaper 


columnists, should be questioned. 


“This matter might be disposed 
of very shortly in view of state- 
ments by Mr. Jackson and the let- 
ter of Mr. Hoover filed in the Con- 


gressional Record.” 


The letter from Hoover said a 
Special agent and a stenographer of 
the FBI who were aboard the plane 
were not and had not been at any 
time engaged in investigating Lun- 


deen.

baby is a part of his mother. Often 
the ailing baby can best be helped 
by treating his mother. Her tense- 
ness has tensed the infant and 
tension always makes trouble. It 
may even_be the cause of the colic 
that torments. him. When a 
healthy baby begins crying for no 
apparent reason, examine the moth- 
er. 


In spite of their seeming tire- 
lessness, mothers do become very 
tired. They force themselves to 
go on with the endless’. routine 
duties of house and family and 
the fatigue piles up until they are 
so tired, they do not know what 
ails them. They become tense and 
hurried and anxious and then the 
baby begins to cry. 

The young mother with her first 
baby is likely to be nervous and 
fumbling when handling the baby 


and that makes him cry. He feels. 


her anxiety in the touch of her 
hands and immediately reacts to 
it by tensing his body and yelling 
with all his might. The louder 
he yells the more tense his mother 
becomes and the morning and eve- 
ning of her days are sorrowful. 


That is why we sometimes have 
to call in the trained nurse to help 
young mothers. The nurse is not 
emotionally concerned. She knows 
that most babies cry at bath time 
and goes ahead with a steady, sure 
hand and the baby stops crying 
before the last tape is tied. Moth- 
ers have to learn by experience 
what the nurse learns in training 
school, hospital and practice ex- 
periences. She has stored. experi- 
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ences for the work while the 
young mother has to acquire hers. 

The day must come when the 
nurse leaves and the mother must 
take hold. A few points of tech- 
nique, once mastered, will enable 
her to carry on and each success 
will strengthen her for the days 
to come.

Establish the daily schedule. 
That does not mean that one has 


to carry an alarm clock about in 
one’s mind but it does mean that 
the major events of the baby’s 
schedule occur at nearly the same 
time daily. Sleeping, bathing, eat- 
ing, should be set by the clock at 
least until the child’s mind and 
body take over the required habit. 


Regularity brings assurance and 
assurance destroys tension. 
Keep the baby’s things in a 


place apart and keep them in or- 
der. Knowing where to put your 
hand on a diaper, knowing that 


its tapes are in order that the pins 
are in the cushion, at hand, the 
bottles in the rack or the refrig- 
erator, is going to lessen anxiety 
and leave no cause for the tension 
that is so great a threat to se- 
curity and peace of mind in 
mother and child. 

Keep a quiet mind. That is go- 
ing to take lifetime of doing but 
a day’s practice adds power and 
there is no other way to live har- 
moniously and surely. A mind at 
peace is the background for 
healthy growing babies.
